In the span of a 4hr fflm a 
theatre (sic) can show a 2hr film twice, with double the paying revenue; and to show a short subject one must first 
pay somebody for the rights.

Me, I'm just cheap and will wait 
for the video, which is a better way to see a long film, too. I loved Much Ado about Nothing, and Othello and Henry 
V. How did these go down? While money is the main reason the theatre operators are In the business, I am glad to 
be In NZ as we get UK, US and Australian cinema, which people see because it is good cinema. I suspect in the 
US(and certainty found in LA) that anything made outside Hollywood, had to be seen, ff at all shown, only at arty 
cinemas.

What happens? The vast majority (it seems) argue that Rule DC.3. SELF DISLODGMENT PROHIBITED means the 
support from Munich is invalid, so if s A BOH strength 2 vs. A VEN strength 2 - a standoff, and A TYR is a 
beleaguered garrison under Rule IX.5. BELEAGUERED GARRISON. 

I beg to differ, and after many many email exchanges with people aH over the world have refined my argument, 
which I now lay out for you here. I would welcome your comments. 

Rule IX.2. EFFECT OF SUPPORT states that A unit moves with the strength of Kieff and all its valid supports. 
Unless it is opposed by a unit equally we> or batter supported, M may make it's move. 

Rule IX.3. SELF DISLODGMENT PROHIBITED has two parts to it In the first part, which deals with the situation 
where a power's units are moving Into a space that one of the same power's units failed to vacate. No argument 
there. It says: 

The order would still be valid for other purposes, however, such as standing off an equally well or less well 
supported attack on the same space by units of other countries." 

The second part of the rule deals with the situation where power A Is supporting Power B to move to a space that a 
unit of power A fails to vacate. It follows the quoted section in the preceding paragraph as follows: 

■Similarly, an order by one country which supports an attack by another country against a space occupied by one of 
the first country's units does not permit a move dislodging that unri, but may be vata for other purpoeee." 

Now before I start, let me say I fuBy understand, and agree with the interpretation that says the Support from Munich 
Is frivaftd, as with It the Unit in TyroUa is dislodged, and we all know self dbtodgment is prohibited. I say that IS a 
valid interpretation. All I am saving is that what foRows is also valid. 

Firstly, I maintain that the "other purposes' (hi bold) in the second part of the rule must be read as the same other 
purposes In the first part of the rule. Namely: "such as standing off an equally wei or less well supported attack on 
the same space by units of other countries." If you agree with th^ttwjt^eemsjhe ruje says that rM jupport from 

Munich Is NOT valid for ■potmHting a move dislodging (TymHaf but that it Is vaUd for 'standing o/T the strength two 
attack from Venice. 



So, secondly how do you resolve the conflict. The way I've always resolved conflicts is to 

• flag ill tha spaces that are the targets of attacks. 

• Identify any areas being attacked by more than one force. 

• Compare the strengths of the attacking forces where there is more than one attacking force. 

• The strongest attack in each case out gun* the other attacks which are stood off by that better supported attack, 
(see rule tX2. EFFECT OF SUPPORT above) 

• Now you should be left with just one attacking force arrayed against one defending force in each flagged 
province. 

• Resolve each conflict by comparing the strength of the attacking and defending forces. 



Some of my adversaries in this argument have said mat Is wrong to break the conflict down into steps Hke that , and 
the rules dearly state that conflicts must be resolved simultaneously. Where? Where does It say that? It doesn't! 
Thaf s where. 



By Mowing this logic, the support from Munich is valid for standing off the Italians, who therefore under Rule K.2. 
never leave Venice- That leaves the attack from Bohemia vs. the defending unit In Tyroka. The support from Munich 
is not valid for 'permitting the dislodgmenr of Tyrolla, so at this stage we disregard It That leaves 2 Austrian units 
against the in defending German unit, which consequently is dislodged, and with no vaBd retreats, disbands.

4: The longest international stright-line boundary is that between USA (Alaska) and Canada{Yukort). about 1050km / 650 
miles, running along 41 * W. The 49th parallel between the tower 46 (US) and Canada is interrupted part way by a little 
jump to include a small peninsula in the north of Lake of the Woods, to which the only land connection is via Canada. 
But the 49th is not a straight line, as it is not a great circle (unlike a line of longitude, like the 41st above). A straight line 
boundary means that given any 2 points on it, all intervening points are on a straight tine between the two. This only 
happens on great circles, of which ail longitudonal lines are, but only the Equator for latitude. Thus given the end points 
of the 49th boundary, all intervening points are a little south of the straight line. 

This caused some problems in demarcation, as several hundred pillars were set up along the parallel exactly, but when 
intermediate pillar were needed, they were placed on a line-of-sight straight line between the original pillars. They were 
thus north of the border as defined by the 49th, by up to a couple of feet if the original pillar were a couple of mites apart. 
Not much, but enough to get the boundary definition changed to a series of line segments defined by the original pillars 
on the line, and not the parallel that they were situated on. 
No correct answers. 

5: Do. and when last did 4 countries meet at a point? At the moment, Namibia, Zambia, Botswana and Zimbabwe may 
meet at a point in the Zambezi River. The Caprivi Strip of namibia was designed to give Germany access to the 
Zambezi, but terrain prevents its use for road/rail. As the boundary is in the river itsefl, and none of the countries have 
demarcated and defined the quad-point, let alone any tri-points between them, it is not known for sure whether this is a 
quad-point or 2 very close tri-points. When Namibia was South African, this was an important point, as if it was a quad- 
point, then Botswana was effectively surrounded by white governments (S.Africa and Ian Smith's Rhodesian regime) and 
hence guerillas could not freely get to it. If It was not a quad ponK, then troops or bade could be ferried across the river 
to Botswana without legal hinderance by the whites. 

The last time this happened was 1830-1918, when Netherlands, Belgium, Prussia/Germany and Neutral Moresnet met at 
a point near Aachen/Aix-la-Chapelle. After the Congress of Vienna, the Prussian/Dutch border was defined according to 
existing parishes and local governances. When the Prussians and dutch came to fix it, they found a gap in their 
agreement at this village, and decided to make the area neutral. Belgium became independent in 1830, and suddenly 4 
governments met. Neutral Moresnet (distinguished from a Prussian village of the same name afew hundred metres 
away) was not, strictly, an Independent state, but was, more than a demilitarised zone. It was goverened in alternate years 
by Belgian and Prussian mayors, and the legal system was quite complex, allowing nationals of each nation to appeal to 
their own national courts. Nonetheless, the village, site of a significant zinc mine,survived well with a population of a 
couple of thousand until 1918 when Belgium was awarded the Prussian (now German) districts of Eupen and Malmedy 
by ptebictte, that included all Prussian land bordering Neutral Moresnet. The territory was a narrow triangle, with its apex 
on the Dutch border, and short base to the south, So f -*$ ■

WOODEN SHIPS & IRON MEN Game "fie d'Aix" Round 1 

Slight problems with orders, and my lack of knowledge of them meant this took quite a while 
to sort out. Basically, movement works thus: all ships in this scenario have a battlesail speed of 3. Ail 
ships also have a turning ability of 2 excepf Duke de Bologogne and London, which being bigger, 
can turn 1 only. This is the same as the "Nr/column in the scenario data. 

The attitude you START the round in determines your speed. Each move forward OR turn 
costs Imp. If you turn into an attitude that would give you more mp, these do NOT become available 
until the next turn. You do not speed up WITHIN a turn. If you turn into an attitude giving you fewer 
mp, this DOES restrict you until you turn out again. Each attitude allows a maximum # of mp to be 
spent on moves (excluding turns). All ships have the same battlesail speed(3), and started in attitude 
C. Thus you all had 1 mp this turn. That could be spent to move forward, or to turn. Turning right into 
B does NOT allow you to speed up this turn. You started in C so had 1 mp total. Turning left into D 
DOES cause you to slow down (in this case you stop: you are in irons). 

Next turn, those in D cannot move, but may turn 60" for free (Rule IVa15). Those in C still 
have 1MP to move forward OR turn as above. Those in A have 4MP for moves/turns, tf they turn into 
D they stop dead for the turn. If they turn into B or C, then the restrictions on the number of mp spent 
on moving forwards in those attitudes remains. Thus a ship starting in A with 4mp turns once(1mp), 
into C. It may move 1 onty(1mp) and then turn again(lmp) and move again in its new attitude (if that 
is not D) for the remaining 1 mp. As it started in A, it has 4mp, but if it turns into slower attitudes, it 
cannot use more mp IN THAT ATTITUDE than it is allowed to. Read rules IVa12 and IVa13. If rt 
chooses not to move forward in C, it cannot turn again that turn, as you can only turn 60° in each hex 
in any turn. 

Final restrictions say ships can only turn 60° per hex per turn. To turn more, you must move 
forward 1 first. And no ship can exceed its turning allowance in a turn. That is, 2 turns total each 
ship, except the 2 big ships above, who can turn once each turn only. 

Does this clear things up?l have underlined the big ships on the map and in the results here: 
FRENCH: Crandlemire: Neptune: L Duke de Boloooane: R ConquerantL Provence: L 
Martin: Ardent: R Jason: R Eveille: R Romulus: R 

ENGLISH: White: America :1 Beffbrd: 1 Adamant: 1 London: 1 

MHood Royal Oak:1 Prudent: R Europe :L Robust: 1 

Michael: RO could not then turn L because that costs Imp, and it has used its Imp already. Prudent 
also used its Imp in the turn, and does not pick up speed in the same turn it turns with the wind (rule 
IVa13). Europe turned into irons, so cannot move forward, even if it had mp left, which it didn't. 
Robust had moved, so had no mp left to turn, and cannot pick mp up in a turn, as for Prudent above. 
Brad: Similar story: By using your Imp to turn, you have no mp left to continue on. Next turn you can 
make use of your new faster attitude, not this turn. 

Greg: Yes, Imp is slow to start, but as the others found, turn with the wind, and next turn speed off. 
Pitt: Thanks for the commentary, as it cleared the rules up for me! 

Pitt also suggests we add Backing Sails, Advanced combat, and ammo types. I will have to decline 
as this is a new game to me (I played once 5 or 6 years ago), and obviously to the others. We'll keep 
it simple this game, and next game once the players & I are happier, then we will worry about 
increasing strategy'. Greg: yes, combat will be after moves at this stage. We'll see how it goes, and 
if it becomes messy, then we can spirt turns into two, or make it combat from one turn then moves for 
the next. At present, guns will only be fired rf you so order, and at the closest ship, as per the rules. 
You may make this conditional: ie "Fire only at Europe if possible" "Fire at ships in this order a,b,c..." 
etc. 

Any questions, see Pitt or myself, or your partner. I have taken the coordinates off the map for 
clarity, feel free to send me an annotated map or diagram if you like, but "1R3L"etc is fine. 
Remember, as per the rule IVb7, if you cock up, your ships stop after the last valid order, which is 
how I handled it this turn. Orders may not be made conditional on your partner getting it right: 
beware collisions, although it seems most likely amongst your own ships, eh Michael?®©©

The first three or four years really saw little change. Turkey made not much progress, Austria 
gained Greece and Serbia and got fleets into the AEG and EME, but then quickly imploded 
under the force of a concerted RT counter-offensive. Italy grew slowly, but sailed west secure 
in the knowledge that his border with Austria was safe. He gained Munich in 1902 working 
with the Germans in an ominous alliance for me as France. 

England got bogged down in Scandinavia, but worked against Germany with me. Germany 
was on the brink of elimination in the midgame, but rose from the ashes when I had to call off 
the attack to defend against the pesky Italians. Didn't they remember I taught them how to 
play? Maybe that was Hie problem. . . ? 

Italy soon flourished with gains on the Iberian Peninsula and in southern France. Meanwhile 
Turkey and Russia had outmanoeuvred Austria and were marching west Although it got going 
somewhat belatedly, the Steamroller was gathering momentum. Italy pressed on in France 
capturing Paris and Brest, and finally turned east just in time to stop the Turkish navy in the 
Ionian Sea, while Russian armies had captured Tyrolta and the Turks were in Trieste. 

A concerted western effort to defend seemed to be holding, with Italy holding a line south of 
Switzerland, and Germany, England, and my sole surviving French unit in Berlin seemingly 
able to stem the tide in the north. 

We called a time draw at 5pm as people had other commitments, at which stage Brian in his 
debut performance as Italy had 11 SC'sl Well done that man! Turkey was on 7. Russia 7, 
Germany 6, England 2, and me hanging on grimly on 1. 

Everyone really enjoyed getting back into playing FTF after a year or two away (in my case 4 
or 5!) from FTF play. All seemed keen to play again at the end of July, and already it's looking 
promising for two boards on the 26th or 27th of July. Anyone who's interested should contact 
me.. .we could not imagine having too many players (at this stage!).

I look 
forward to receiving it every month or so and reading the lengthy editorial, as well as 
monitoring my progress in the games that I am playing. Keep up the good work. 



I thought that I would comment on the last editorial you made with regard to foreign 
students and the English language. As you know I am a student at Otago University, 
the best and oldest university in New Zealand, so I have some experience with foreign 
students and university in general. At Otago University there are no restrictions on 
the number of students enrolled in first year classes. This is just part of the policy that 
they have here, and a good one at that I think. This means that if a student wants to sit 
a first year paper all they have to do is enroll for it, assuming that they have satisfied 
the prerequisites (with a lot of first year papers that start in the second semester you 
have to have passed the relevant papers to be able to sit them. e.g. you have to pass 
COMP101 before you can sit COMP102). 

There are a lot of foreign students here, particularly Malaysians and Muslims. Some 
are full fee paying students that pay just over $1 1,000 every year to attend (a lot of 
these seem to have full scholarships from the Malaysian government), some I 
presume have New Zealand residency and can apply that way. All the Malaysians 
tend to do commerce degrees, I noticed that a lot do Finance (almost two thirds of 
some third year classes) and Information Science (around a third of the class). I know 
this because I am majoring in these subjects and you cannot help but notice that the 
hair colour of the first how ever many rows at the front of the class is almost 
exclusively black. 



I do find that in general Asian/Malaysian students don't tend to socialise with non- 
Asian/Malays tan students. They mainly stick to themselves and talk among 
themselves in their native tongue (there are of course exceptions to this hasty 
generalisation). Although they will sit up the front of the class they will not ask 
questions, just sit in silence and take notes (University students are renown for not 
asking questions in lectures though). Perhaps they are all short sighted. Often 
however their English is of a good standard. I worked for the University at the 
beginning of the year for the course approval period, making any changes to students' 
courses and checking that they were properly enrolled. During this time I didn't once 
have a problem communicating with a student or see an interpreter for that matter. 
Why this is the case in Auckland, I am not sure. 

With regard to copying of work, there is an official university policy for 'dishonest 
practice' although I am not sure how widely it is adhered to. Dishonest practice is 
defined as plagiarism, either copying another student's work or not acknowledging 
that of a published author's, and falsification of data. In the Finance and Quantitative 
Analysis Students' Handbook the punishment is as follows: "Students who plagiarise 
or falsify data are not only liable to receive failing grades but are also liable to be 
reported to the disciplinary committee and potentially excluded from the university." 
It also goes on to say: "For cheating or plagiarism in internal assessment 
departmental policy is to award zero marks for a first offense. A second offense is 
referred to the Registrar to be dealt with in accordance with University regulations 
(see Calendar). Cheating in final examinations is invariably dealt with by the 
Registrar. Students wishing to appeal a decision made by an individual lecturer 
should approach the Head of Department as soon as possible." I know of one case 
where foreign students have copied each other in assignments and all that has 
happened to them is that their marks have been halved and they received a warning . 
In another case however a (European) friend of mine had to repeat part of assignment 
because it was suspected that he had copied. He hadn't, he had just done the 
assignment in reverse order and then made changes to part of it, forgetting to change 
the other part). If he had actually plagiarised then he would have probably been 
reported to the disciplinary committee. Basically it depends on the lecturer as to what 
'-eourse'bf action they take, some are harsh, some aren't. 

I was interested to read the letter from Brandon Clarke in the last issue of DtC and 
came up with what I think would be a great idea. I have thought about playing 
Diplomacy via email but don't like the idea of having to transcribe everything from 
the screen onto a map (I am hopeless with province names). I also Fmd the letter 
writing part of normal PBM Diplomacy a little annoying (although necessary), 
especially the wait for mail to arrive if it is coming from overseas. So I have a 
proposal to solve both of these dilemmas. Since 23 out of 38 subbers have email 
addresses then why not start a Diplomacy game where the correspondence is done via 
email. Orders would still be submitted in the usual way and progress reported in DtC. 
This would mean that time (waiting for letters) and money (postage stamps, paper and 
time - time is money) would be saved- For those of you without email addresses, 
there would of course still be lots of normal diplomacy games available for you to 
play. Is this a feasible idea, Brendan? 

Also Brandon, as far as I know there isn't a Diplomacy club here in Dunedin. I am 
not a local so probably not the best person to ask however. 
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Thank you for the compliments It is a lot of work to do this, especially when my timetable is thrown by late 
orders or NMRs. I should have learnt by now, eh? To the guilty, I reserve the nghl to fine you for late orders/NMRs, 
and to be totally arbitrary about it. I'm interested that you say Malaysians AND Muslims. Most of the Malaysians in 
Auckland are Chinese, not Malays and therefore not Muslim. Since fuH fees came in, there are fewer of them (who 
speak reasonable English) and more Taiwanese/Chinese/Hong Kongers who have residency, and therefore pay 
cheap tees, but bad English. Weird, huh? They do tend to be short sighted, and sit at the front of the theatres. We 
used to glue waterballoons fitted with at under the seats, so when latecomers came In and sat down in the front 
rows, the balloon would explode underneath them when they lowered the seat, while trying to be quiet. Our stats 
dept says it regards assignment copying as seriously as exam copying. Bollocks. The assignment is zeroed, finish. 
In an exam it is straight to disciplinary committee and BIG trouble. One Asian girl once hauled up for copying an 
assignment together with the NZ student whose work was the same defended herself with 7 didn't copy oft him, 
he's white". Hmm... I guess the problem with Auckland is that H is the biggest city and port of arrival tor 
Immigrants. Let's face it, would you migrate from the tropics to Dunedin? Thus they arrive and settle here, and 
send their kids to schooi/uni here. There is a large enough number of them that some suburbs are 40%* Asian. 
And we then wonder why they don't leem English rapidly... Singapore solves the problem by having racial quotas 
at suburb, estate and even apartment block level. You cannot sell your apartment to an Indian if met quota level is 
reached already in your suburb, estate or block. This prevents ghettos tike we have in (C)Howick. They sWy 
houses these people buy are frightening too. Real Estate agents adrnt that few kiwis buy the houses if the Asian 
sett, as they have no garden , time lawn (mainly concrete), big automatic gates (gates to a property should be 
banned if they can't be opened by hand)a huge glassed foyer, which Kiwis won! pay the electricity to neat, and 
stupid tiny 2-storied columned porticoes that serve no purpose at aU, as being 2-stones high, they let wind and rati 
in. It fs att feng-shui, not practicality. And the suburbs are ft/ff of large houses on tiny lots, att cheek-by-jowl Then 
after letting them aU in, our councillors tell us that as Auckland has grown so much, the quarter-acre section is out 
and apartments are in. So our culture Is torcbly changed by outsiders to that own. Yuk. It bodes not wet, Horatio.. 

EmaH Dip: good idea in principle, but to be in Dtc you would stiff get only one turn a month or so. With 
emafl connections, that wis be too stow tor the tastes of many, and I am not able to adjudicate games much fester. 
So I suggest that either you join an ematt judge system (see Brandon) and play and negotiate by email totally, or 
play here by snaUmail and email but stm snaSmaS orders to me for DtC as normal, as I havent access to emati yet ( 
I hope to be up and on by Aug). There Is a better and better chance that players In a game in Dtc wtt at nave 
emaS anyway, so you can negotiate by erne*, but I cant get the line out any faster, so the games w& stU play at 
the same pace, It just means you can negotiate more and get more paranoid. But If there is interest, I can offer a 
game or two of anything to only players with email. Let ma know If than Is the Interest out then. Remember 
that in holidays you may not (and I certainly dont) have emaB. This may also be a hassle.

After an absence of 27 years, "Olivet" 
and "Sinai" once again will carry 
passengers up Bunker Hill on the 
Angels Flight inclined railway, which 
reopens late next month. 

Constructed in 1901, the funicular is 
counterbalanced so that as one car rises, 
the other descends. It carried tourists 
and residents up and down from Los 
Angelea' business district until it was 
closed by the city in 1969. 

At the bottom of the hill, Angels Flight 
Plaza is nearing completion. The plaza 
will connect the Red Line subway to 
Angels Flight and a new stairway that 
will climb the hill beside the funicular. 
Across Hill Street, an outdoor dining 
court is planned next to Grand Central 
Market. The projects are part of Angels 
Walk, an ambitious plan to make down- 
town more pedestrian friendly.

Ben Easton, Games Inventor Extraordinaire sent me the following game which he offers on a 48hr automated 
turnaround by email. To join his electronic version, send an email to fat.agnus@xtra.co.nz The subject must be 
Sign-up and (he body of the message must be Cutthroat <youmamehere> and it must include the < & > 
signs. Turns are processed Mon, Wed & Fri at 7pm NZstd time. I presume it IS fatagnus and not fatangus? 
To play here, just sign up to a waiting list. I guess 5 players is all we need to start, but the more the merrier. 
The rules of Cutthroat, a fast-paced word game ©Moriand Games 1993 (which is Ben Easton in a business suit), 
adapted for postal play by sticking it in an envelope and nailing it to a mailman (preferably the USPS). Hey, do any 
Americans know if I can get a plastic kitset of those dinky electric mailcarts they use to deliver your mail? 1:72 
preferably. Our mailmen have bicycles. 

The game is basically Hangman writ large. Each player submits a sentence/phrase/message (in English!) 
including spaces as necessary, say 40 characters long. These are placed one under the other by the GM to form a 
grid 40 characters by as-many-as-there-are-players. The GM knows the real letters. Initially the grid is blank for the 
players. With fewer players, the GM may add his own messages to enlarge the grid, but these wtil not have active 
players. Each player uses his points allowance each turn to guess letters as in hangman. 

1) You begin the game with 1000 pts 

2) You can spend a maximum of 100 pts per turn 

3) Actions have different points values as follows: 

Guess a sentence 50 pts 

Drop a letter down a column 10pts 

Fire a letter across a row 1 5pts 
3a) For all rules, the word 'letter' includes spaces. Alternatively the GM may require all messages to have no 
spaces, to make things a little harder. 

4) Any letter dropped or fired that matches letters in the grid along the row/column dropped/fired is revealed. E.g. 
if I drop a "v" in column 38, any v's in that column become visible for the rest of the game, viewable by all players. 
Note that you can 'hit' your own text as well as your opponents'. 

5) Players are eliminated as soon as their entire message is displayed. 

6) The winner is the last player left with an unguessed/partty invisible message on the grid. 

7) In the event of a tie for winning... ask Ben! I guess it is a tie, the winner was the one who did not fire a letter 
across the row of the other, and then if still tied, any other criteria I deem appropriate, which may be athletic, 
psychological, sexual or any combination of all three (ie the we-dont-Bka-your-face clause).
